The Examiner requested the Applicant to specifically point out the support in the specification for the claimed limitations 
deemed to be new matter. Specifically pointing out the support requires the Applicant to correlate the individual passages to 
the claimed limitations: not a laundry list as was done and a conclusionary statement. Moreover, the objection to the drawings 
with respect to figure 4 is not being withdrawn because the remarks thereto are non-persuasive. The remarks with respect to 
the rejections have the reviewed; however, there are new issues raised by the amendments to the claims and the remarks and 
at this stage of prosecution the addition of new issues and consideration is improper because prosecution was closed in the 
last office action and the Applicant has not alleged the final to be improper. Applicant might want to consider a C-l-P which 
would obviate the new matter objections and 112. first paragraph, rejections with respect to the claims because of the new 
matter objection to the amendments filed 1-16-04 et al. in order to reduce and simply the issues with respect to this invention.
